personal property for new manufacturing equipment. 


SECTION 4. That the estimate of the number of 


individuals that will be employed or whose employment will be | 


retained and the estimate of the annual salaries of those 


individuals and the estimate of the value of the new manufacturing | 


equipment, all contained in Petitioner's Statement of Benefits, | 


are reasonable and are benefits that can be reasonably expected to 


result from the installation of the new manufacturing equipment. 


SECTION 5. The current year approximate tax rates for | 


taxing units within the City would be: 


(a) If the proposed new manufacturing equipment is not 


installed, the approximate current year tax rates | 


for this site would be $7.595561/$100. 


(b) If the proposed new manufacturing equipment is | 


installed and no deduction is granted, the 


approximate current year tax rate for the site 


would be $7.595561/$100 (the change would be 


negligible). 


(c) If the proposed new manufacturing equipment is | 


installed, and a deduction percentage of eighty 


percent (80%) is assumed, the approximate current | 


year tax rate for the site would be $7.595561/$100 


(the change would be negligible). 


SECTION 6.. -Pursuant to T.C. 6-1.1-12:1, it is hereby | 


determined that the deduction from the assessed value of the the | 


new manufacturing equipment shall be for a period of 5 years.

D. The current employment levels at the facility | 
receiving the deduction. | 
E. The total assessed value of the real and/or | 
personal property deduction. | 
F. The tax savings resulting from the real. 


and/or personal property being abated. |
